One way my family and I allow our community to thrive is by nourishing the ecosystem by growing native
plants. The benefits of subsistence agriculture are endless, including personal and environmental. It provides a
form of education, builds independence skills, and even improves physical and mental health. Subsistence
agriculture allows the fertility of soil to constantly rejuvenate and renew itself, it's easy to harvest, and has great
nutritional benefits too.

During my sophomore year when I transferred to Abington Friends School for 2 semesters, I had the
opportunity to learn more about indigenous plants and farming. During my time there, I studied plants, made
botanical drawings, and found myself engrossed in the wilderness for most of the day. As a final project, my
friend and I created our own small business selling self-care products, homemade using organic ingredients
from our local farms. We even used honey from our bees on our school’s campus. At our symposium, we sold
products and all of our proceeds went to the farm, Awbury Arboretum, from which we got all of our
ingredients from.

It is important to encourage wildlife in our area and plant native species in our own backyards. By doing this,
we are supporting our community’s ecosystem and growth. Native plants are easier to grow than any other
plant too! They are low maintenance, since they naturally adapt to our environment, have fewer pesticides,
support wildlife, promote pollination, and even conserve water.

By encouraging native
plants to flourish in our community, we can add a pop of color, along with eco-friendly benefits, all for
inexpensive costs! I encourage our community to grow plants and foods in our own backyards, to support the
growth of our community, while connecting back to our roots.
